No allotment of funds will be made to your project unless 
an adequate density of signed members has been obtained. 


Applications for membership in the cooperative and mem- 
bership fees should be accepted only from persons located in the 
proposed project area, Do not solicit or accept applications from 
persons receiving service from existing electric lines. 


PROJECT SURVEY COORDINATOR 


The coordinator will direct, plan, and schedule the work 
of the survey leaders, and will be responsible for the systematic 
and satisfactory completion of the survey. He will act as recipi- 
ent for membership fees collected, record and file all membership 
applications and easements secured, and assist the engineer selected 
in the compilation of the membership tabulations and in ascertaining 
the prover location of the members and prospective members on the 
preallotment maps. 2 


The survey leaders should present the signed membership 
applications and fees to the coordinator at least once a week and 
secure a receipt for same. 


The coordinator will be expected to make a report on the pro- 
gress of the survey to the Applications and Loans Division of REA at 
least once a month, This report should cover the progress made to date 
and should call to the attention of REA any dirficulties or special 
problems delaying the survey. 


Note: The attached membership application form AL-65-A is a 
sample and sufficient copies should be made for use in the project 
survey. The cooperative organization name, number and monthly minimum 
bill (as suggested by REA) should be added. 


HOUSE WIRING 


In securing the membership applications, explain to the 
prospective members the necessity of wiring their houses and farms 
as goon as allotment of funds by REA has been announced in order to be 
ready to be connected to the electric lines as they are constructed. If 
needed, REA can lend money to the project to finance house wiring and 
plumbing installations. Descriptions of low cost fixtures and group 
bidding plan will be furnished later, 
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GROUP INSTRUCTION MEETINGS 


Before the coordinator and Luleneds acu begin work, it 
is desirable to have the attorney for the project spend some time 
with them in a group, to explain the forms and:enable the survey 
leaders to answer questions which the prospective members are sure 
to ask.. The survey leaders should be able: to oxpneen clearly just 
what signing the fornis means to the: farmer. 


MEMBERSHIP SURVEY © 


Members shell pay a $5.00 membership fee at the signing 
of the applications and get a receipt from the survey leaders. 
(The survey leaders shall secure a book of blank receipts for this 
purpose, ) 


It should be carefully explained that the $5.00 member- 
ship fee is not paid to the Government, but directly to their own 
organization-~the cooperative. This money will be handled by the 
project survey leaders and coordinator for deposit in a bank to 
the general account of the cooperative; to be spent for survey 
and mapping expenses incurred in starting tne new organization. 
The directors, selected by the people, must pass on each expendi- 
ture. The momberatip fee will entitle the member (when acta) 
to a vote in the management, and a share in the benefits of the 
cooperative. 


The membership application shall be signed by the pro- 

spective consumer, and may be made cut in the name of one person 

or in the name of both husband and wife jointly. If a joint mem- 
bership, is desired, both the husband and wife should sign the 
application, This will be the cooperative's authority to make 

“out 2a joint membershiv certificate when the application is ac- 
cepted. The signed application mist be retained by the cooperative 
but a copy. of the application shouid be left with the signer. Be 
sure to. fill in the blank showing the measured or closely estimated 


@ictance of tae aopiicant's house from the road, 
Bid ty Ee age a eee ie: ee ee ee a 
BASEMENT SURVEYS 


For the, lawful construction of your project it will be 
necessary to obtain right-of-way easements from all property owners 
whose lands ere crossed by your lines. Even when lines are con- 
structed along public highways, it may be necessary in some places 
to secure easements covering tree-trimming and anchorage. Under 
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the laws of your state it may be that easements are required from 
abutting owners even though lines are constructed on the highway, 
The obtaining of these easements is of the utmost importance and 
the work should be completed as far as possible before the‘ es 
neer prepares the final detailed map of your project, 


This work should not be regarded as an semenoMts paieen 
Since the prospective members, by granting easements to the coop- 
erative and withholding such grant from any other agency can there- 
by protect the project area from such things as spite-line building. 


Easements should be obtained at the time membership appli- 
cations are signed and should be signed by every property owner over 
or along whose land the proposed lines will be built. Where a tenant 
is occupying the land, the landlord or owner must sign the easement, 
preferably during the membership canvass but in every case before 
construction can take piace, This form must be signed by every prop- 
erty owner who signs the application for service, It should also 
be signed by as many property owners ‘as possible whose permission 
will ‘be needed to enable construction of the lines (property over 
which or along which the lines may reasonably be expected to pass) 
but who do not intend to take service at this time, 


It should be explained carefully to each person from whom 
an easement is requested that the easement document will not obli- 
gate him financially to the ccoperative or to the Government, I+ 
involves only a simple right for the cooperative to construct and 
maintain the electric lines upon or along his property, and in 
certain instances, when necessary, to trim trees for this purpose, 
The exact location of the lines will have to be determined later 
when “the engineer lays out the alec pra It is to the interest of 
the cooperative and every member thet the Lines be laid out as eco- 
nomically as possible, which will meda nd shortest possible routing 
to serve the persons who aré to be included within the project. iis 
will result “re, aircioe obli gation to the poly hing

2, The Applicant will, when electric energy becomes available, 
purchase from the Cooperative all electric energy used on the premises 
described below and will pay therefor monthly at rates to be determined 
from time to time in accordance with the by-laws of the Cooperative; 
provided, however, that the cooperative may limit the amount of electric 
energy to be furnished for industrial uses. -The Applicant will pay a 
bill of at least $_ per month regardless of the number of kilo- 
watt hours consumed, 5;

accordance with wiring specifications approved by the Cooperative.
